opinion denying a new trial in the case 
of Jnmea H. Holt, a soldier of Fort 
Worden, who was convicted of the 
murder of Henry E. Johnson, a mu¬ 
sician. st the fort on May Nth last. In 
his denial of the motion. Judge Han- 
ford said: 

*T deny that in order to be fair to¬ 
wards an accused person whether he 
be In fact guilty or Innocent, It Is nec¬ 
essary or proper to Imprison Juries ss 
If they were culprits or to continually 
Insult their Intelligence by excluding 
them from the hearing of any motion 
or argument which It Is proper for the 
presiding judge to hear on a mere sup- 
poxitinn that prejudice may be germin¬ 
ated In their mirul* by hearing the con¬ 
tentions of counsel and the rulings of 
the court. 

"To so hold. It would presume that 
the Jurors are incapable of understand¬ 
ing rightly what they hear during the 
progress of a trial and of discriminat¬ 
ing between things that nre proper and 
Improper In the application of the law 
to the facts they must ascertain or that 
by reason of their lack of mental acu¬ 
men 0 r moral virtue they are objects of 
suspicion, and. unlit to be entrusted 
with the determination of rights de¬ 
pendent upon tho taw and legal evl-

If all that Is- alleged against her be 
true, then Jeanne Qllbert, a French 
peasant woman of thirty-two, must be 
one of the most atrocious poisoners on 
record. She was brought up at the 
assise court at Bourges recently 
charged With having poisoned her 
father, her mdther, her mother-in-law, 
and a cousin, and with attempting t»* 
poison five other relatives. 

According to the prosecution, Gilbert 
did. away with, her father and mother 
merely In order to get off paying to 
them a small annuity amounting to 
160, while she also made - up her mind 
to Inherit the property of her relatives, 
which u they were but struggling far - 
mars and wine-growers, was very 
small m extent. 

Her modus operand! was to send the 
deadly poison cunningly concealed In 
tarts and other appetising dainties, 
which process went on during a period 
extending over two yeara. 

Her cousin, Mmf. Pelleau, died In 
March, 1906. after partaking of some 
cheese that had been left at her house 
by some person unknown. All the 
member* of. the family werg.Ukcn 111. 
but Mme. Pelleau alone died. It wa* 
found that death was due to arsenical 
poisoning. 

About the same time a (taper hag 
containing arsenic was fourul close to 
Mme. Pelleau's house; this Bag. It w 
discovered, was made from a sheet 
from an account-book belonging to 
Jeanne Gilbert It was further proved 
that she had bought a large quantity 
of arsenic two months before, saying 
She wanted It for killing rats. 

Further inquiries showed how other 
relative* of Jeanne Gilbert «;id died 
In suspicious circumstances, and how 


Was in the city on business. The chil¬ 
dren were alone at tbe home of their 
parents near Colwood, and, having se¬ 
cured possession of the revolver, were 
playing with It, not knowing It to he 
loaded, when It was accidentally dis¬ 
charged. The boy was holding the 
gun at the time and the bullet wound¬ 
ed his hand and then passed through 
both feet of his sister, who must have 
had them crossed at the time. As

Believing herself a 
widow, she married again In 1906. and 
was happy until her first husband ap¬ 
peared at her own door. She fell In a 
faint Into the arms of her second hus¬ 
band.
